Kina Henry late king of England, father to our ſoueraigne loꝛde the kinge 
— is .at his parliament holden at Leyceſter, the ſetonde pere ol hys 
raigne, by the cõmons of his parliament afozeſayd,of diuers murders, mã⸗ 
flangyters,robberyes,bateryes,aſſemblies of people in great nomber in ma 
ner of inſurrections, and of diuers other rebellions and riottes : and after 
duch offences the ſayde felons and offendours flee and withdzawe them to 
diuers woodes and ſecrete places bnknowen and els where, to thentente d 
purpoſe to auopde the erecution of the common lawe,andthat they ſhould 
not be bꝛought to anſwere after the pzoceſſe of the cõmon law: whereupon 
the layde late kinge,conſideringe the afozeſayde complaynte, by the aduyſe 
and aſſent of the loꝛdes ſpyzituall and tempoꝛall, in the ſame parliament aſ- 
ſembled, hath oꝛdayned and ſtabliſhed, at the requeſt of the ſayd tommong 
that if any hereafter come into the chauncerye, and make tomplaynte duly 
that any ſuch felon oz offendour,as afozeſayd, hath fled oz withdꝛawẽ him 
to any ſuch place oꝛ els where, to the intent atoꝛelapd, vpon ſuch complaint 
a bil ſhalbe (ufficiently made foꝛ the king and the chauncelloz of Englande

ſtabliſhed, diue rs ſtatutes, and 3 2 fourme that W 
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Irſt it was ldewed by the tommons inthe ſayd Patkament allem⸗ 
F died, that where in the parliament ol the righte noble puince Henn pe the 
di. late kinge of Englande, holden at eſtminſter the bi pere of his raigne 
de conſidering the great hurtes & loſſes, whithe then were by the entre ale 
of water in diuers partes of this tealme, and manp greater huttes lykelpe 
ſhould haue tome it teme dye in that behalte ſhoulde not baſtelpe bene pur⸗ 
aeicd: It was enacted, oꝛdeyntd and ſtabliſhed , by auctozitye of the tame

(F Þ2ayen the commons in this pzeſent parliament aſſembled, where dy- 
uersactes,ſtatutes and ozdinaunces in the tymes ofthe noble pxogeny- 
tours and pꝛedeceſſours of our now ſouerapgne Loꝛd the kynge haue bene 
made, that one meaſure and weyght ſhould be vſed thzoughoute this noble 


ttalme:and allo that in euery city,bozough#town within the ſame —— 
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vypon certayne and ſeuerall peynes in the ſayd ſtatutes and oꝛdinauntes 
lymitted, ſbould be common balaunce, with cõmon weyghtes and comon 
m-aſures marked accozding to the eſtandard of the ercheker, by the which Stance.
